We have now arrived at the very end of the journey which began on Ash Wednesday 
in Tyre and jidon, and now culminates outside of Jerusalem. Jesus was crucified 
on and it is now the first day of the week or iunday as we know it. 
Jesus appeared to His followers on five different occasions during the day of 

resurrection. 
As we look at our scripture for this morning, we find that it is in the after- 
noon of that Sunday when Jesus had arisen from the tomb. Iwo of the disciples 
(vs 13), are walking along the road leading toward Sminaus which was located 
about 7 miles from Jerusalem. It is thought by some that this was a man and 
wife walking aling and talking about what has. happened iks on i?riday, and the 
events as they had been reported to them by the other disciples and the women. 

re told that one of these people was named Cleopas, but the other remains 
unidentified at this point. 

; they walked along and tried to reason all of this out, Jesus comes up 
to them and begins to walk along with them. But at this point they are pre- 
vented from recognizing that it is Him. Jesus asks them what they were so 
deeply Engrossed in discussing as th ed along, and He remarks why they 
are sad . This was probably much like two of us being involved in a very seri- 
ous d:' Lon to be interrupted by another person, thus making necessary to 
explain the whole conversation in order for the other person to underst^. 

ine their feelings at oint and it was probably a source 
of irritation, to explain all of this to so ently was not 

aware of all that had t„ken lace. 

Sleopas answers, 'Are "ou the only stranger in Jerusalem who has no know- 
le ) of all that has t-, : -en "lace?" These two people were probably in no 
mood to go into long explanations about their friend Jesus. They were stunned 
by His death, and they were mourning Him. If we try to picttre this in our 
minds, we can probably see that they were thinking that the autorities had 



done something to dispose of the body, and they were just not that certain that 

could believe what they were being told by their other friends. 
But reardless of their feelings they explained to this stranger all that had 
en place, much like people rehash an iiiimss accident, or an operation, or 
a deai ' . 

When they had completed their story Je them to task for their lack of 
knowledge concerning the propphecies about the Christ. 3ut even when He went 
into a detailed explanation of scriptures, they were unable to recognize im. 
Jo when they arrived at their destination, thewevidently had enjoyed His 
companionship along the way, so they invited Him to spend the night at their 
place. It was late in the afternoon and they probably figured that since He 
was a stranger in the area, He would be needing a place to spend the night, and 
the:* were xkxuxxMx grateful for His company. In all probability He was a learned 
individual and they could pass the evening discussing the issi ! all of this. 

strangely, as they were seated atxiiiKxiasis and eating together, He took 
the bre; blessed it, and bro :e it, and as He gave it to them, they saw Him 
for the first time. And we read, "Their ire opened, and they recognized 
Him," (vs31a). it was at this point that they experienced a joy they had 
not felt for several days. And even though He disappeared from the room, they 
had this sense of elation and happiness, and they began to question each other 
as to the reaction they had in their hearts as they had walked along the Emmaus 
road with Him, and He had quoted the scriptures concerning Himself. 
?rom h±±xh£ this portion of scripture we can deduce that there were among other 
things, three very distinct fee that evolved. There was "3orrow, Joy, 
and Heartburn. 

Naturally they felt a sorrow for the loss of their beloved ? rined Jesus. They 
m i. : ' -. deeply, and • : ■■ i hen all of a sudden the wonderful relatio - 
sh: wit was broken and He was gone. lie was dead, at the tender age of 
35, and this brought on their deep sense of sorrow. But as we can see from 
this event, sorrow is merely the forrunner of the emotion of Joy. Je mourn 
and weep for loved ones who have passed on. Yet, through the comfort of Al-

That night when I came home from work at 1:00 A.M., I 
laid face down on the living room floor and told God that I 
couldn't live my life in my own strength and I accepted the gift 
of salvation from my Savior Jesus Christ.

Through several meaningful circumstances I was called by God 
to serve Him in the Christian Ministry and to help spread that 
wonderful message of salvation through the shed blood of Jesus 
Christ. What a wonderful and rewarding time it has been and I 
give Him all the praise for my salvation and the opportunity to 
serve Him.
